Thou ­ 
san d s of acres were plan ted to gu aran teed - 
price crops that shou kl n ever have been 
plowed . Mr. Ben son ’s approach k, at least 
raHcmal an d m<Rivated by other ron sid eration s 
than harvestin g farm votes. 
Mr. Tru man d id n ’t men tion tax red u cHon or 
fairly n otable red u ction d u n n ecessary waste 
in spen d in g. The Democrats have always con ­ 
sid ered heavy taxation an d spen d i^ for 
spen d in g’s sake a sign of progress. Taxes hap­ 
pen , however, to be paid by coal min ers at 
well as by million aires. Actu ally the Repu bli­ 
can ad min istration has worked ou t with great 
patien ce an d care an d in con sid eration oil its 
effect on the econ omy as a whole the first 
halfway ratm al taxaticm system we have had 
in years. 
Mr. Tru man ’s clin chin g argu men t was Hiat 
a Democratic Con gress wou ld su pport the Re­ 
pu blican ad min istraHon as loyally as, or mow 
loyally than , a Rqaiblican Ccmgress wou kl. 
(He ad mitted that he had n ever felt that way 
when he was Presid en t). 1 have heard this 
argu men t in variou s parts of the cou n try. The 
con gression al election s are bein g waged on 
local issu es an d person alities, an d , on the 
whole, the Don ocrats are prcorin g more ag- 
pesaiv e than the Repu blicaas.
